He had almost passed them, 
and as he turned back to see who 
the man was he stumbled, one par- | 
rel of the gun went off. 

Was Terrified

The man jumped up, crossed the 
road, picked up a rifle and said, 
“T'll kill you, you ”” Ree- 
ognizing the voice, he was terrified. 
He scarcely knew what to do as he 
was afraid Zacky would kill him. 
The barrel was pointing at him as 
the man raised up and he fired the 
second barrel of the shot gun, As 
the man staggered off into the bush/ 
he heard him fall. . He turned to 
look for his wife as he feared per- 
haps she had received part of the 
charre which went off accidentally. 
He broke down and sobbed as he 
told of his agony and hie fears and 
how he was upset he could 
scarcely shout for her. | 
Continuing, his story of the trip 
to Ohl's house in search of her and 
of the visit to Proehls where more 
help was got, was similar to that 
told by the other witnesses. Find- 
ing his wife at her mother's and ab- 
solving her of all blame in the 
affair, he was heart-broken when 
she would not forgive him for 
shooting, but Instead mentioned a 
divorce. Cross-examined by the 
crown, he admitted he had told the 
deceased to beat it from his yard 
when he had called the previous day 
and gave his reason that he was dis- 
pleased because Zacky had sent him 
on ea chase after his horse while 
they were safe in pasture on the/ 
Hagen farm 
At this point the defence stated 
that they waived any objection to 
the wife of the accused being called

Interesting Address on Civic 
Finances Given Last Night 
by Commissioner 


“Instead of obtaining revenue 
from the city lots, we are obtaining 
the property itself’ was one of thr 
most striking remarks made by City 
Commissioner Yorath to the Strata- 
cona Business Men's Club held in the 
Westminster hail last night. 

The commissioner stated that the 
only way apparentiy for the public 
to learn of the present conditions 
existing in the city, is by means 
such lectures as given before various 
clubs. It wag impe.ative that owing 
to the economic conditions prevatl- 
ing at the present day a reduction n 
the cost of all governments Was 
necessary. 

“It is idle to compare Edmonton 
with other gities in an effort to show 
the financial conditions,” deciared 
the city official. “Put your own 
house in order first and then do the 
comparing” he urged. An item that 
is litle known by the genéial pubic 
is the fact that for every dollar ‘tn 
the capital expenditures another doi- 
lar has to be added to the current 
expenses. In 1910 the capital ex- 
penses were 7 millions whereas to- 
day it was 82 million dollars, The 
fixed charges of Edmonton alon: 
would make a tax rate of 20 mills 
Of the enormous debt ef the 
fifty one percent is duce to uncon- 
trollable expenditures. Much of the 
present distress as regards the tak- 
ing of land instead of taxes, the 
commissioner blamed on the laxity 
of Alberta government and the city 
one when the war was declared.

JONSSIONE WALAE 
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DOING MORE BUSINESS 

During August, Canadians brought in foreign 
goods for consumption valued at more than 78 
million dollars, against 67 millions in August of 
last year, and 65 millions in the corresponding 
month two years ago. Exports of Canadian pro- 
ducts during August amounted to 80 millions, 
against 73 millions in August a year ago and 61 
millions in August two years back. For the 
twelve months ending with August the total 
value of Canadian produce exported amounted 
to $1,001.:037,574, being 119 millions more than 
the imports for consumption, and 220 millions 
more than the exports for the preceding year. 
The evidence is that trade with the outer world 
is growing in a healthy if not a spectacular way, 
end that our sales abroad are keeping well ahead 
of our purchases. 


WELL DONE, BELGIUM 

The Allies have agreed finally upon a plan 
for the solution of the reparations conundrum. 
To Belgium’ belongs the honor of having framed 
the proposal that has brought them together. The 
scheme fixes the total reparations claims at 50 
billions of gold marks, with 82 billions of bonds. 
The annual payment required from Germany 
would be three billion marks, and it is set forth 
bow the money can be raised. The plan is to be 
submitted to the reparations commission for 
detailed study. Whatever comes of it this is the 
first definite constructive proposal that has come 
from any source for some time, and it has already 
achieved the supremely important object of 
bringing the Allies into agreement as to exactly 
what they want Germany to do. 


WEATHERED THE STORM 

There was a run on the branches of the 
Dominion Bank, at Toronto, on Monday. Fortvn- 
ately the institution is in a strong position, tellers 
handed out the money as fast as the depositors 
demanded it, and reassuring statements wore 
issued by the officials, the head of the Bankers’ 
Association and the Ontario Government. The 
trouble was thus localized. and nothing happened 
except that a number of people withdrew deposits 
--which they are no doubt returning now that 
the excitement has passed. The incident serves 
to show the uneasiness that has been ercated in 
the mind of depositors by the disclosures in con- 
nection with the collapse of the Home Bank. 
Perhaps it will also help to do something to allay 
that feeling. That the Dominion was able to 
stand a run without inconvenience, to say nothing 
of embarrassment, is a timely offset to the im- 
pression created by the foundering of the Home 
Bank. If should help to restore the confidence of 
depositors and of the public generally in the 
stability of the banks. 

A LEAD IN ECONOMY 

If war-shocked France has succeeded in 
cutting its expenditures to the amount of reven ¢ 
that its afflicted taxpayers can provide, govern- 
ments elsewhere which fail to live within their 
income will have to expect some unpleasant ¢oi- 
parisons to be drawn Canada, it is in order to 
note, would this year have achieved the same 
result but for the capital charges on the National 
railway sysiein which have to be met out of the 
public treasury. That leakage of course, wil! 
invelve the national finances in future years, and 
postpone the time when the Dominion will be 
able to announce that income and outlay are in 
& state of equilibrium. Not less on that account, 
but more, is it necessary that expenditure in 
other directions should be pruned with a free 
hand . The country cannot continue to go behind 
fifty millions per year indefinitely and as interest 
on the railway bonds has te be paid there will 
have to be curtailment in other services to off-set 
the drain.

A TWO IN ONE CROP 

Alberta is setting up some remarkable records 
this year in acre production of wheat. Yields of 
fifty bushels per acre are fairly common, one 
man at Macleod claims to have threshed sixty, 
while the experimental farm at Olds has proba 
bly broken ali production records with a yield 
from one plot at the rate of 105 bushels per acre 
Taking the estimated average for the Dominion, 
23 bushels per acre, Alberta is getting two crops 
in one. 


THE WESTWARD MOVEMENT 
There are, it is said) more than a thousand 
cars loaded with wheat scattered along the rail- 
ways between Alberta points and Vancouver, 
while the terminal elevator at that port in dump- 


| ing the contents of a hundred cars per day into 


ocean vessels and will double the pace in the near 
future. The western route is no longer a theory. 
It is functioning in a way that shows it to be 
entirely practicable, and that will account for 
a small but important percentage of the Alberta 
crop before Spring. As a matter of fact at the 
present rate of going it would take about 1500 
days to put the Alberta crop through the Van- 
couver elevator. If the increased facilities are 
brought into use before Christmas it may be pos 
sible to market one-fifth of the yield of the 
province through the Pacific port by the end of 
the winter. And unless the lakes remain open 
longer than is common, or the U. 8. grain carriers 
come into action, that may be a larger share of 
the Alberta crop than can be got through tbe 
eastern spout. Meantime the demonstrated fact 
is that if Vancouver is to be the grain port wr 
Alberta it will need about ten times the elevator 
facilities it now has. 


MAYOR DUGGAN 

Mayor Duggan intimates that he does not 
intend to stand for re-election. He has served 
the city in the capacity of chief magistrate fer 
three years. It has not been a time when the 
duties of the office were easy, nor when there 
were great opportunities to achieve distinction 
On the contrary the task of the administration 
has been to keep expenditure within the limits 
of a depleted revenue, and to salvage what was 
possible from the wreckage of the boom. That 
improvement has been made in the financial posi 
tion of the city is unquestionable. The utilities 
have been got upon a better basis. As munch has 
been done in the way of improving and maintaia- 
ing streets as there was money available to do. 
The police and fire protection services have been 
kept in efficient conditiou. And taking it alto- 
gether there has been # good deal less popular 
complaint than is common when a civic treasury 
is empty and appeals for expenditures have to be 
refused. On ceremonial occasions His Worship 
has represented the city in a way that left 
nothing to be desired. His term of office though 
not spectacular, has been a period of reai— 
though necessarily slow—improvement, for which 
the Mayor is entitled to a generous measure of 
credit.
